ADM. GEO. DEWEY HIGHLY HONORED. 

The Hero of Manila Presented With 
the Flag: of Adm. Farragfut, 
of the Hartford. 



He AIho Kecwives a LoTiug Cup, Vnlued at 

S5.000 from the Cltizeiig of New 
— .4dm. Schley Shares 
Honors W itli Dewey. 

New Yoiik, Sept. 30. — New York was 
decked brilliantly Thursday in honor 
of the g’ailant sailor who is waiting' at 
her gate. Had an ocean of color swept 
through the city its ebbing tide could 
not have stained the streets more bril- 
liantlj*. Hundreds of miles of red, 
white and blue bunting covered the 
noble facades of Broadway and Fifth 
avenue and a million flags flutter over 
the town. Not even the churches have 
escaped the universal decoration. The 
doors and gothic tvindow’s of Old 
Trinity on lower Broadway are grace- 
fully draped with the national color 
and in ancient Trinity gravc3’ard the 
tomb of that gallant sailor, who, dj*- 
ing issued the command not to give up 
the ship, lies shrouded in the silken 
folds of the flag for which he died. 

A million visitors are here to partic- 
ipate in the glorious celebration. 

bailors and marines ashore from the 
big fighting machines helped to 
swell the crowd trooping in all direc- 
tions. Uniformed members of the 
Staff of arriving governors were every- 
where. 

The arrangements for the two-days’ 
celebration are completed. The great 
arch at Madison Square, modeled after 
the Triumphal Arch of Titus and upon 
which the most famous sculptors of 
America have lavished their genius, is 
practically finished and stands a su- 
perb tribute to the nation’s hero. It 
is more beautiful than the arch in 
Kome. 

At 10:30 all the sailors on the Olym- 
pia who fought in the battle of Manila 
bay were called to the quarterdeck and 
lined up in review before the admiral. 

Capt. Lamberton addressed the men 
briefly, informing them that congress 
had voted to each a medal, commemo- 
rative of their valor and victory in 
their fight with the Spaniards, and 
that Adm. Dewey had ordered that the 
medals be distributed so that the men 
could wear them during the celebra- 
tion. 

The ceremony was an interesting 
one, and the proud Jackies, when dis- 
missed, turned away with beaming 
faces, hugging their prizes to their 
breasts. 

Another interesting event occurred 
when Commander George W. Baird, 
who sailed with Faragut and Dewey in 
the West Gulf squadron, in ISGl, un- 
rolled a package which he had careful- 
ly guarded all the way to the 
Olympia, and displaj-ing a faded 
blue admiral’s ensign, upen which 
were stitched four white stars, he said i 
to Adm. Dewe^” “I wish to present to 
you the first admiral’s flag ever ‘brok- 
en out’ in the nav\’ of this country. 
That g.'-and old admiral whose name 
and memory all so revere first hoisted 
this ensign upon the good ship 
Hartford, before New Orleans and 
afterwards on the Franklin; and since 
it came down from that masthead it 
has never been whipped bj- the wind 
or worn by the elements. Y'ou, the 
worthy successor of that great admiral 
whose tactics 3*ou so successfully fol- 
lowed a short while ago, I deem the 
proper person for Farragut’s mantle to 
fall upon.” 

Adm. Dewey was deeply affected, 
and tears were in his ej'cs as he gazed 
at the souvenir. It was several mo- 
ments before he could find his voice. 
Finally he said: 

“111 flj* it. I’ll flj' it at the masthead 
— I’ll fi\‘ it in the parade — I’ll fl}' it al- 
ways — and — and— w’hen I strike my ad- 
miral’s flag this will be the flag I shall 
strike.” 

Owing to the the stream of official vis- 
itors, the roar of salutes continued al- 
most without interruption all day. 
Maj. Gen. Nelson A. Miles, at the 
head of the Washington com- 
mittee, called to submit the programme 
for the reception at the national 
canital, and Maj. Gen. Merritt and his 
staff, stiff with gold braid, came over 
from Governor’s Island to officially 
welcome Adm. Dewey in the name of 
the army. They were received with 
all the honors befitting their rank, 
but the climax was not reached 
until Gov. Roosevelt, of New’ York, 
came down the bay in the afternoon 
on the yacht Wild Duck. He was ac- 
companied by Gen. I rancis V. Greene, 
some officers of the New Y’ork naval 
militia an<tseveral of Dewey’s captains 
at Manila, including Capt. Dyer, of the 
Baltimore; Capt. Wood, of the Petrel; 
Capt. Wilder, of the Boston, and Capt. 
Walker, of the Concoid. When they 
got aboard, Adm. Dewey took them 
over the ship, and the sight of the 
fighting captains set the tars mad 

with delight. 

New York, Sept. 30.— Adm. Dewey’s 
reception began Friday under most fa- 
vorable auspices- The weather was 
l^rig'nt. clear and crisp. The first of the 



two days* celebrations was devoted 
to a demonstration on water. 

Atone o’clock sharp the squadron 
got under way. It was an inspiring 
moment when the column started up 
the harbor and the great naval parade 
began to be a reality. First came the 
police boat Patrol, which was the 
apex of a wedge spreading out to 
the fireboats New' Yorker and Van 
W'yck which followed abreast. The 
steamer Sandy Hook, having on board 
the mayor and the representatives of 
the citj' of New York, with the stand- 
ards of the city flying from the fore 
and aft masts, steamed alongside of 
the Olympia, the flag ship of Adm. 
Dew’cy on the port side- 

After the Olympia came the armored 
cruiser New’ York, the flagship of Rr. 
Adm. Sampson, with her big turrets 
and guns appearing like a moving fort- 
ress as she followed in the w’ake of the 
admiral’s ship. The Chicago brought 
up the rear of the column. 

Following the New York were the 
two first-class battleships Indiana and 
Massachusetts. Then followed the 
gunboat Marietta, small by compari- 
son w’ith the Lancaster, w’ith the aux- 
iharj’ cruiser Scorpion behind. 

When the parade reached a point op- 
posite Hoboken, a w elcome to the ad- 
miral w’as fired from a cannon on the 
green in Hudson park. From some 
points on shore Adm. Dewey could bo 
seen standing on the bridge of the 
Oh’mpia, and w’herever this was the 
case the cheering and waving of hand- 
kerchiefs by the crowd was wildlj’ en- 
thusiastic. The crow’d waiting at 
Grant’s tomb was the largest ever gath- 
ered there. 

The admiral’s cruiser at 2:25 o’clock 
was opposite Seventy-ninth street. 
Then there was a tremendous demon- 
stration. Cannon roared, the people 
3’elled and flags and handkerchiefs 
w’ere waved from the streets and hun- 
dreds of roofs and w’indows. 



eral states, who rode in carriages, 
though many of them were popular 
and would have received big demon- 
strations at any other time, passed al- 
most unnoticed. The crowds would 
ha/e none of them to-day. 

It was Rr. Adm. Schley who divided 
the honors w’ith the central figure of 
the day. He received a demonstration 
second only to that of Dewey. People 
along the line of inarch fairly rose at 
him shouting their alreadt* lacerated 
throats to the breaking point, “Hurrah 
for the hero of Santiagol” “There is 
the man that smashed Cervera’s fleet!” 
“Hip, hip, hurrah for Schlej’T’and kin- 
dred cries came from all parts of the 
line. 

In upper Fifth avenue some en- 
thusiastic lady threw him a handful 
of roses. They landed fairly in the 
carriage. The admiral leaned for- 
ward, picked them up and lilted them 
to his lips. Instantlj’ all the ladies in 
the balcon\’ seemed possessed with the 
desire to have their flowers similarly 
honored, and he was fairlj’ bombarded. 

lSIan\'' of the flowers fell into the 
street, only to be caught up bj’ eager 
spectators and carried to the carriages. 
Before he got to Madison Adm, Sehiey 
was up to his arms in flowers. 

The first ceremonj’ todaj’ was the 
presentation at the city hall of a gold 
loving cup to the admiral bj’ Mayor 
Van \V3’ck on behalf of the cit3’ of 
New York. 

Ma3’or Van Wyck’s address was 
couched in most elegant language, re- 
victt-ing Dewey’s life from childhood 
to Manila ba3’. When the mat’or had 
concluded Adm. Dewey replied as fol- 
lows: 

“It would be quite impossible to ex- 
press in words how deeply I am moved 
by this — all these honors, one after 
the other — that beautiful cup, the 
freedom of the city, this great, mag- 
nificent reception. I can not say what 
I want, but speaking for myself and

The scene was inspiring all along. 
Mount Tom, which use to be the site 
of an-eid fort, had 7,000 or 5,000 persons 
on it. It was one of the best points of 
view of the Riverside park. 

The Ol3’mpia rounded the stakeboat 
St. Mar3’’s, off One Hundred and Twen- 
ty-fifth street, at half-past two o’clock 
amid deafening sounds of cannon and 
cheers from the largest crowd ever 
gathered in this city. 

The parade was one hour and fifteen 
minutes passing Fulton street. The 
vessels moved at about eight knots an 
hour. 

New Y^okk, Sept. 30. — By actual 
count the number of men in the Dewey 
land paraie Saturda 3 * afternoon was 
30,902. 

The parade started at 10 minutes 
past 11 o’clock, and the last company 
reached the Washington arch at 5 min- 
utes to 6. It required 3 hours and 55 
minutes to pass a given point. 

The land pagent overtopped even 
the colossal welcome when Dewey 
steamed up the harbor and ancliored 
off Riverside, opposite Grant’s tomb. 

The naval parade of Fridn3’ was a 
magnificent and superb spectacle, but 
the wonder of modern times was the 
great land parade. 

The number of persons who saw 
Dewey well reached into the millions. 
The admiral’s progress from the tomb 
of Grant to the reviewing stand was 
literally one of glorious triumph. 
He I’ode at the head of the proces- 
sion W’ith Mayor Van W3’ck, im- 
mediately following Maj, Gen. 
Roe and his staff. The cheers 
with w’hich he was greeted made 
him ride bareheaded most of the 
w’ay. He w’as visibly affected. Now 
and then his lips twitched convulsive- 
ly, and occasionall3’ he w’iped his eyes. 
At the reviewing stand, when he and 
the mayor alighted from their carriage 
and stepped into their stand, which 
was banked up by 10,000 costly roses, 
there was a tremendous ovation, vo - 
ume after volume of cheers most ter- 
rific, and the wildest of scenes. 

The three admirals — Howison, Samp- 
son and Philip— as they rode by with 
their brilliantly accoutered staffs, 
were easily recognized and got flatter- 
ing applause, as did many of the 
popular officers of the North Atlantic 
squadron. The governors of the sev- 




the gallant squadron I had the honor 
to command at Manilla, I thank 3’ou 
from the bottom of m\’ heart.” 

Adm. Dewe3’ evinced a desire to 
shake hands with all the naval officers 
and introduce them to ^be mayor. 

He almost hugged Rr. Adm. Schlc3’ 
and he patted Cant. Coghlan on the 
back. As Dewey greeted Schley, the 
crowd sent up cheer after cheer for 
“Dewe3’ and Schley.” As soon as the 
greetings were over, the mayor began 
his speech pi-esenting the city’s loving 
cup. 

After the formal ceremonies Adm. 
Dewey went about shaking hands witii 
his friends. “Come here, all you cap- 
tains,” he said, addressing the naval 
captains present. When the captains 
had all assembled, he waved his hand 
toward them and said: “These are the 

men w’ho did it! These are the men 
who shold be thanked. W’ithout them 
I could do nothing. 

New York, Oct. 2.— The functions 
and the receptions that have figured 
so prominentH’ in the dail3’ life of 
Adm. Dew’ey since his arrival off Sandy 
Hook last Tuesday morning have 
proven almost too much for his 
strength. The admiral has been un- 
der such a perpetual ph3’sical and 
nervous strain that he is now’ almost 
exhausted, Saturday’s ceremonies 
were the most taxing on his strength 
of au3’ that he has yet to undergo, 
and he appeared Sunda\’ looking pale 
and w’orn, despite the fact that he re- 
tired early Saturday evening and en- 
jo3’ed a good night’s rest. 

The admiral Sunday was too fa- 
tigued to do more than remain in his 
room the greater part of the time and 
rest quietly. At 10 o’clock Adm. Dewey 
had an engagement to meet the Chi- 
cago Dewc3’ committee and before he 
came dow’n sent a message to Mavor 
Carter Harrison requesting that he be 
not expected to shake hands with the 
members of the committee. The ad- 
miral explained this request by saying 
that he had had so much hand-shaking 
on Saturday that his hand pained him 
severely. 

Adm. Dewey rose early Sunday 
morning, however, sending for a cup 
of tea at 6 o’clock. Shortly after, he 
ordered a light breakfast, which was 
sent to his apartments, and which he 
ate alone. When the admiral had fin-

ton was made on the most elaborate 
special train ever run by the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad. Adm. Dewey’s personal 
party consisted of himself, his son 
George B. Dewey, his brother Charles 
Dewey and wife; Capt. Lamberton and 
wife; Flag Lieut. Brumby and Lieut. 
Caldwell. 

A special private car w’as provided 
for the admiral. In addition the fol- 
lowing naval officers as special guests 
also accompanied the party.

A civic parade of 12.000 men is only 
a small part of the first night’s proceed- 
ings, for an immense throng of the pco- 
will file before him for an hour, their 
number being limited only b3’ the 
broad width of I’ennsv’lvania avenue. 
He and the president w’ill oceupy a re- 
viewing stand built just south of the 
treasury building and facing Pcnns3’l- 
vania avenue.

From Eight Different I’oints They Were 
feet Off— Dewey Witnessed ttie One 
at Geii. Grant’s Tomb. 

New Y^ork, Get. 1. — The fireworks 
in this cit\’ in honor of Adm. Dewey 
Fridav’ night was grand. 

From eight different points in Great- 
er New Y”ork fireworks were exhibited, 
the grandest display being at the bat- 
tery. Adm. Dewe3’ witnessed the dis- 
play at Grant’s tomb. 

At night viewed from the roofs of 
any of the high buildings down tow’n 
New York Friday night appeared an 
enchanted city. 

The great buildings were bright 
with dazzling light and gorgeous color. 
On the rivers were fairy barges, 
in the sky flashing shafts of blue. The 
water seemed a ribbon of lambent 
flame. 

Never before in the history of New 
York has this city ever witnessed a 
greater p3’rotechnic and electrical dis- 
play than that with which the return 
of Adm. De'VN’e3* was celebrated in the 
harbor and waters surrounding the is- 
land of Manhattan Fridas’ night. No 
more picturesque spectacle has ever 
been presented to so large a concourse 
gathered on both shores of the 
North river, as that of the great hulks 
of the battle ships of Dewe3’’s fleet 
silhouetted against the great back- 
ground of the sky and shining from 
stem to stem with myriads of incan- 
descent lights, while all around in- 
numerable brilliantly decorated yachts 
and other river craft honored the na- 
tion’s hero.

529^ bushels of oats, valued at 1,982. 



Five Thousand of Them Near Dundee, 
Natal, and About to Attack. 



From All Points in the Transvaal, Natal 
and Cape Colony Corner Reports of 
Continued .Military Activity — 
Joubert at Lains:s Nek. 

Cape Town, Oct. 2. — The Cape Argus 
publishes the following dispatch from 
Charlestown: “Commandant Gen. Jou- 
bert will command the Boer forces at 
Laings Nek. This is regarded as the 
Transvaal’s reply to the movements of 
the British troops. There is consid- 
erable uneasiness here.” 

Dundee, Natal, Oct. 2. — Five thousand 
Boers are now concentrated in close 
proximity to the frontier, and it is re- 
ported that they are about to attack 
Dundee. The most complete precau- 
tions have been taken. 

Charlestov\’n isdeserted. All the wom- 
en and children have left and not more 
than 10 men are now’ there. A locomo- 
tive is ready to bring aw’ay the rail- 
WH3’ staff. 

Newcastle. Natal, October ‘2. — Four 
thousand Boers are at Sandsprit and 
Volksrust, just beyond the Natal bor- 
der. The Natal police are being called 
in from outlying stations, and the local 
troops and carbineers are mobilizing 
for the defense of Newcastle. 

London, Oct. 2. — From all points in 
the Transvaal, Natal and Cape Colou3’ 
come reports of continued militar3’ ac- 
tivit3’ on the frontiers; and, while the 
movement of individual commands as 
3’et do not show concerted plans, it is 
evident that the narrow, wedge-like 
strip of Natal, whose apex is crowned 
with the ominous name of Majuba 
Hill, will be the center of the coming 
storm. 

Late Saturday the Boers established 
a camp at Scheepers Nek, near Vry- 
heid, and they will mobilize a great 
force on the Buffalo river Monday, 
which the authorities at Dundee ex- 
pect W’ill move across the border to 
that point, probably at once. It is be- 
lieved that a conflict at this point w’ill 
certainly occur earl3’ in the week. 

At the same time the Boers are col- 
lecting a force of 2,000 men, under the 
notorious Commandant Cronje, in the 
Mulmaui gold fields, near Mafeking, 
where Col. Baden Powell is stationed. 

Dispatches from Tuli, Rhodesia, an- 
nounced that another force of burgh- 
ers is massed at Pietersburg, 50 miles 
south, and that outlying parties are 
posted at all the drifts along the Lim- 
popo river. 

In the meantime Col. Plummer’s col- 
umn is moving 50 miles nearer the 
Transvaal frontier, and has establish- 
ed telephone connections to within six 
miles of Rhodesia drift, on the Lim- 
popo. 

Enthusiastic scenes at all the rail- 
way stations have marked the advancQ 
of the Natal volunteers. 

Dispatches from Mafeking announce 
that Comma dant Cronje, commander 
cf the Transvaal border police, crotsed 
the borJer and •visited Chief Baralolga, 
apparently with the object of inciting 
him to fight. The British civil com- 
missioner ordered the chief to sta3’ 
and protect the women and children, 
telling him that he would not be able 
to fight. 

Johannesburg, Oct. 2. — The com- 
mandcring orders are completed and 
the burghers are ready for the field. A 
large bod\’ passed through the tow’n 
Saturday afternoon. 

Business has virtually ceased. The 
merch.ants have finished barracading 
premises, and the proprietors of the 
drinking saloons expect to receive a

Bloomington, 111., Oct. 2.— The 
Illinois Cereal Mills Co. w’as burned to 
the ground Sunday night, entailing a 
loss of nearly $200,000. Several fire 
men were hurt.

Washington, Oct. 1. — Capt. Carter is 
sentenced to five years’ imprisonment 
ind to pay a fine of $5,000.

Montreal, Sept. 30. — Two hundred 
and fifty scantily clad, baggage bereft 
men, women and children were on 
board of an Inter - Colonial special 
which steamed into Bonaventure depot 
Friday night. They comprised the 
greater number of those who sailed 
from Liverpool on September 14 on 
board the steamer Scotsman, bound 
for Montreal, which was wrecked on 
the shores of the S rails of Belie Isle 
at haif-past 2 of the morning of the 
21st. It was not only a tale of ship- 
wreck that they had to tell, but one 
of death, suffering and pillage. Foi 
13 at least of the Scotsman’s passen- 
gers perished; ail suffered cruelly from 
cold and privation and almost the 
worst horror of all the men who were 
snnpos.-d to succor and assist those 
committed ;o their care in the hour of 
need, turned on the helpless passen- 
gers and with loaded guns and revol- 
vers, compelled them to part with the 
few valuables saved. 

Capt. Skrimshire and his officers 
were exceptions. L’'orthe honor of the 
British merchant marine the crime 
may not be ascribed to the men en- 
gaged in it, but to a gang of wharf 
rats and hangers-on, picked up on the 
docks at Liverpool to replace the 
usual crew of the Scotsman, which 
joined the seamens’ strike on the other 
side. 

z\.ll who perished were women. This I 
is accounted for by the fact that they 
were occupants of the first boat which 
left the steamer after she struck and 
which was svv'amped before it could 
get clear of the ship. 

The Scotsman sailed from Liverpool 
on Si })te!Jil:er 14. The passage to the 
Straits of Belle Isle was a fair one, 
thoa.gh the g*-reen crew in the stoke 
hole lessened the speed of the ship 
so that \vh- n she reached Belle Isle 
.she was about a day behind her 
average. I'.iitoring the straits of Belle 
Isle on Thursday night a dense fog 
blanketed down on the vessel and 
made navigation a matter of great cau- 
tion at al. times in the straits a preca- 
rious undertaking. The speed of the 
ship was reduced and she felt her wa}* 
in. At 2 o'clock there was a shock un- 
derneath the keel, followed by another 
and another. The passengers were 
asleep in their berths and all were 
awa’Kcned b}' the shocks. 

On deck the thick bank of fog shut 
out the sight of shore. Passengers 
ran hither and thither, but Capt. 
Skrimshire and his ofiicials calmed 
their fears. A superficial examination 
of the ship told the captain she wpuld 
be a total wreck and that she must be 
abandoned. 

A port lifeboat was lowered, and in 
this i: any of the women and children 
were placed. Hardly was it clear of 
the ship when it capsized, throwing 
its occupants into the water. Those 
who perished were in this boat. Some 
were saved, for the ship had listed to 
port and several women w’dre washed 
back on to the deck. 

One woman clung to a rope for two 
hours before being rescued- Mean- 
while disgraceful scenes were being 
euacted on 'board. Hardly had the ves- 
sel struck before the men from the 
stoke hole rushed into the cabins, 
and slitting open valises and bags 
with their knives took ail the val- 
uables they could laj’ their hands 
on. Several of them fired shot guns 
and tried to force men to leave their 
cabins. It is said that some of the 
steerage passengers joined the firemen 
in looting the baggage of the first- 
class passengers. 

In more than one instance rings 
were torn from fingers of fainting and 
dt'ing women.
